Subs are 
available by subbing to everything in t ie hobby except LE FRAUD and GRAUSTARK, 
which are about the only two places you won't see this, if for very different 
reasons. Of course with all the lies that are Tretick's stock in trade, he 
could probably fake one of these like h3 has so much else.... 

Normally, I run a letter or two, a sick joke or three, and some hobby 
news and political commentary. This tiir.a, though, Teryy has asked for something 
of a theme issue, regarding unemployme it . Sad to say, I am all too familiar 
with this affliction, having held three jcbs in the last two dozen months, for 
various reasons. This last one at least was a straight layoff, instead of the 
other two which were basically forced firings for doing what was best for my 
employer instead of covering up for some incompetent Controller or similar 
jerkoff. 

The one bad thing I have noticed isn't so much the loss of money coming in, 
since unlike most people, 1 have never seen one to live on a straight "check to 
check" basis. In fact, after three months on unemployment (which used up all 
my eligibility in Okla) , I still have part cf my final bonus check from last 
year in a nextegg account somewhere as a final reserve. Others would have had 
to sell the house in February. No, even with only $197 a week coming in as 
unemployment, we got by. (This was about a 60?6 drop, I believe). Offsets were, 
no commit ing/parking/real/ clothing expeise for sitting at home collecting UEC; 
no more eating out, which we used to do about 3-5 tirses a week; and a general 
ctback in money that you normally fart away (Diplocacy and the like). So no, 
money isn't that big a thing right away, /mat 15 upsetting is the uncertainty of 
what will come next. Mortgage, credit cards, ^ar payments and such are constant, 
and you have a very limited amount of time in which to come up with something to 
cover them. You don't sleep well at all — I still dan't sleep as well as I should, 
4 months after the fact — because you dci't know what will happen, where you'll 
go, on and on. '(/ill you have to move? Find a job elsewhere, or just go to a cheaper 
place? 3y using savings to cover the difference between income and expenses, MOST 
of which are fixed, you just sit back aid see everything you worked for over the 
last nine years (more, really) go right down the tubes. And you can't do anything 
about it. Oh, if you live in Michigan, you can sit back and say "if I was in the 
Sunbelt, all would be well", but when you are already here and know the truth, 
that things are fucked up all over, you're out of luck. There is no one you 
can attack, envy, pray to, visit, vote for, write to, or cuss out that will do 
you one damn bit of good. You just answer every agency ad in the paper for 2 or 

3 months until you figure out that they don-'t have anything and aren't worth 
bothering with anymore. (Formerly, most professional jobs were filled exclusively 
through fee-paid agencies. But now, why pay a fee if you are an employer? And, 
nobody's hiring anyhow). I lucked into i temporary job I now have at Tinker Air 
Force Base here which ought, to last until September. Then I hcpe the Air Force 
Reserve will put me on an active-duty sthool assignment 130 miles from here for 

4 months after Oct 1. I rejoined the reserves after many years out, and picked 
up my old E6 right back, another luck-oat. At the rate people are joining up, 
this opportunity won't last, long, but I hope it will cover me until early 1984 
when I can go back on UEC again and await the Trickle-Down to get to me (or 
await the Second Coming, which will be about the same time...). Overall, the 
experience has taught me a few nasty lessons about our system of what we 
euphemistically call "government". For one thing, much as I despise liberals, 
their complaints that welfare programs are administered degradingly (and I 
consider UEC welfare, despite what they say) is totally true. The whole system 
is designed to enforce dependency. 'E.g., if I have any parttime earnings, I 
lose dollar-far-dollar except for $2 a «reek! Shit, why bother working then, 
unless you can gross enough over $300 a week ($200 takehome) to make it worth 
your while to work at all? It ought to oe that your first $100/week is yours 
free, and earnings beyond that cut away one-for-two or so. That would encourage 
you to at least take a nightclerk spot for extra money while you use days for 
jobhunting for something serious. But as it is, forget it. 

Then there is another welfare joke, the "safety net" we all have. Ever 
hear of foodstamps? Right. Big bucks, free for the asking, right? Well, not 
for whites anyhow i I go in there and the sonof abitches say, "Oh, you're drawing 
maximum unemployment ; you make TOO MUCH MONEY for a family of four to qualify" ! ! 
I guess all the bucks are used up by seme black bitch with her l6 kids (with 
16 last names and no husband), so if a white man cosies along and says, 'hey, I'm 
out of work with no opportunity to change that soon* , all they can do i3 wish 
you luck. 'Get back out there and pay taxes again so we can keep on paying the 
folks who are our regular customers in welfare'. Sad fucking joke. My total UEC 
this year is almost exactly one third cf what the federal government withheld - 
from my income (not counting the social security ripoff) last year, but living 
on unemployment, I'm "making too much money" for help when I need it. Guess how 
big a supporter of welfare I am these day3? 



But back to unemployment. I originally went into accounting because,, as an- 
employment agency type once said, accounting is needed in every kind of business. 
True. An oil cmmpany, a furniture store, its all the same. Trouble is, when ALL 
business across the board is affected, Acc count tag is a great place to start, making 
cuts. And as small businesses close down and middle* and biggies cut back, they 
are ALL dumping accounting types on the market. So much for that plan. I guess 
the only safe route is to be a career military man, or get into the Post Office 
or a federal judgeship. There you can fuck off and be paid, well for it, forever. 
The main difference between communism and capitalism one can see in the jobs area 
is that under Communism, the State is the only employer, but conversely, the 
State is therefore responsible for giving everyone a job. Under our free capitalist 
society (sure...), the government is close to controlling the economy as is true 
in the other camp, but maintains the charade of 'freedom*. So when screwups cause 
an economic collapse, the individual worker is shit out of luck. He's on his own. 
Chrysler or the big banks can get a government bailout, but when the steel plant 
you worked at for 32 years closes up and dies, you are "free" to pursue whatever 
new career 50 year old steelworkers can find in a small PA or OH town... Oh, real 
freedom is nice alright ; it ' s just that you are NOT free to run a business as you 
might like, you are only subject to all the "free" penalties. No wonder so few 
try. Ever try to drill a gas well and sell your product for what YOU think its 
worth? Or buy a truck and try to make it as an Independent? Or enforce a patent 
in the western district? Might as well try to start your own phone company .OcUrw. 

Well, enough of the bitterness. I get disgusted every time I think about 
it. It's not so much the way things are, it's the inability of the -citizen to 
do anything real about it. 

One thing you can do is to plan to come to PUDGECON II in Wichita the week- 
end of Aug 12-14. Almost all the bigname celebrity types are making backoffish 
sounds — Byrne, Coughlan — so I will be the only real hobby celebrity in attendance. 
However, that still makes it well worth your while, unless you are unemployed 
yourself. (And that's true of at least three other hobbyists I can name right 
now, plus many others unknown or dropped out). See Bob Olsen in the flesh, and 
it will bring a smile to your face. Maybe outright laughter' I opened his door 
last year when Kathy B showed up with her entourage, and she almost barfed right 
there on the stoop. Don't miss the excitement, the adventure, the Diet Shasta 
strawberry soda! Mark your calendar today!

UNEMPLOYMENT AND THE DIP HOBBY 3Y JIM BURGESS 

The President says the recession is nearly over but our hobby is still plagued by its vicious effects. 
Some say that the biggest problem in our hobby at the moment is feuds (some say there are too many, others say 
there are too few, yet others say they're no fun any more, and still others are too busy feuding to care). Other 
people say the hobby's biggest problem is polls and how to run them (these people are good candidates for the 
Mark Berch Memorial Pearl Diving Society) . Other people are concerned about the demise of too many of the 
funszines in the hobby (witness the recent loss of DBM and JAF , as well as the hibernation of TSS ) . It seems 
to me that we should take this last issue to heart and smoke it for awhile to see if it bums clean. I would 
like to take just one sub-issue involved in the proliferation (or lack thereof) of funszines and look at how the 
hobby is affected by it - - - unemployment . 

Like most issues there are at least two sides to the effect of unemployment on the dip hobby. I shall limit 
my discussion to two issues for the sake of brevity.
